Lord 
I'lilincrston us again the head bf a Gk)vern- 
niciit, ani] jf a Uoveriiiuent containing the 
names of souio who for j'cars have hccn 
widely dissenting from hiui, and of otliors 
who mny almost be , said to have been act- 
ing as'perseoutors. Tbat Lord FalmerBton 
should have como again to the top so soon 
and amid sucli circumstances, is an ama- 
zing case uf buoyancy. llememli'^ring 
such things a.s the China AVur and tlie 
Wa!ew.ski Despatch and, oven racjre, the 
vague hut loud clamor kept up against him 
for years past, it appears indeed a wonder- 
ful thing to SCO him the colleagUO and 
loader, not merely of Ijord John nussoll, 
but of Mr. Gladstone and Jlr. Milner Gib- 
son, and still more the head nf a Mini.'itry 
uniting in its favor the suflfrages of the 
entire Liberal party in Purliainont and in 
tlio country. Yet it is not wondorfui — the 
real wonder is as to the post, not the pres- 
ent, as to wliy the clamor wft8, got up apd 
kept up, not as to why it hns subsided. It 
had no basis of facts. "He is a man," 
said Mr. llocbuck on the n:;,'iit of the di- 
visior., "who has kept the world in com- 
bustion over since ho has been in power." 
This is a fair specimen of the sort of thing 
that many people have kept saying for 20 
years ; but after having been said for 20 
years, there should now bo something to 
show for it in the form of fact. Tho histo- 
ry of Kuropo shows during that time two 
wara-^no in which this country was en- 
gaged, tho other (now in progress) between 
Ser neighbors and allies; but at neither 
period had Lord Palmovston the manage- 
niont of our furoign affairs. During the 
pinny years ho had that management, no 
Bucli* calamities occurred ; during the very 
few years in which tho managemont was 
entrusted to others, these calamities did 
cioour. Yet a ory is got up that Lord Palm 
erston is a begetter of quarrelling and fight- 
ing; and that the peace of Europe is safer, 
with any other statesman, In the general 
tenor of his policy, Lord Palinorston, may 
have given oll'enco to other governments ; 
but ho lias made tho British Government 
powerful and respected, In whot has hcon 
generally regarded as his most questiona- 
ble procedure, tho demand upon Greoco in 
1850, Mr. Roebuck himself was his most 
zealous vindicator ; ami a" to ijoing in bad 
odor at some foreign Courts, tlu best aii- 
Bwer is in tiio still unretraeted 'vnrds (if 
Lord Derby's colleague, Sir Bulwor Lyt- 

tuQ— "who batoti) iioglaad b^tetb biintbo. 



most.t -As to more recent accusations, and 
especially that wiiiuii upset tiic I'alnicrMton 
Minifitrj' two years ago, wc would stir the 
tho ashes no more tiian to bring out the 
fact that alleged "truckling to Franco" was 
scarcely made use of in the late debates and 
was sdinowliat nnirc than disused by those 
liaving tlio Ijost riglit to employ it. Mr. 
Milner (iihsiin, who moved the fanidiis res- 
olutloi; upsotting tlie I'almerston (Invern- 
meiit, gave last week his reason for desi- 
ring a new Ministry, of which , ho knew 
Lord Palmerston must of necessity be a 
mqinbor, that "he held the Ffoncb alliance 
— he . did not inpanfr<A„ treaty, alUanoo, 
but friendly relations and a good under- 
standing with France — to bo iif all things 
the most important to the welfare and hap 
[liness of tins country ; and ho was utterly 
averse tu the system of jiiitting an unneces- 
sarily unfavorable eoobtructiun upon the 
acts of the Ffonch Govcriiinont." And 
Lord John Ilussoll, himself a .'supporter of 
Mr. Gibson's resolution, declared that the 
part taken by tlie Dorbyites in that vote — 
I that is, tho part taken by five-sixths of 
those who voted with Lord John in the di- 
vision whi(di destroyed the I'alnierstnn 
Government — was "not onlv factious, but 
treacherous." Truly, tho "wfiirligig of time 
brings aroupd its revenges.". But no re- 
venge ought to be claimed or inflicted. In 
the course of events, on nn honorable 
nnderstanding and for worthy purpose?, 
some who have said hard things of one an- 
other havo been brought into co-operation ; 
and tho prediction may bo safely ventured 
that whatever tho history and fate of the 
new Palmerston Ministry, such of its niein- 
bers as still remain in any degree in the 
gall of bitterness will learn to regard thoir 
head with better feelings, because better 
knowledge than they even now begin with.

INTELLIGENCE FKOM THE MINES. 

Advices from all piirts of Bi-ilisli Colum- 
bia incline to the conclusion tliat a larger 
nniount of <:,o\A iliist will be taken out bo- 
twoon now and -winter tlian witliin the 
Kiime [lorioJ at any time heretofore. We 
inaj' confiei{uently expect business to im- 
iirovo in a corresponding dcgreo. One 
gratifying ieaturo in tho mining nows is 
tho discovery nt Hill's Bar ,of a stratuni of 
pny dirt ten feet below that now worked 
It prospects from ten to fifteen cents to tho 
]Kin. This is hailed as an undeniable 
cvidencQ of the cxistoacoof deep diggings, 
■which ninny have so pertinaciously doubted 
nffirniinj; that the only f^old deposit in the 
rountry was scattered lightly over thosur- 
faco. From tho incentive ^Yilicil this will 
give the miners, wo may naturally expect 
other discoveries of deep diggings along 
tho bars below Yalo. In fact it has already 
raised the price of claims from a nominal 
value to an extravagant sum. From Fort 
Alexander tho discovery of rich diggings 
is so {at confirmed that small quantities 
of coarse gold dust from that locality have 
been received at Douglas and other points. 
Still we view the intcUigonco from that 
quarter as greatly exaggerated, uninten- 
tionally perhaps, but still exaggerated 
by that strange crodnlity known only to 
gold fionntries. • 

Oar advicos still bring loud complaints 
against t^je absentee officials of tho colony. 
Many of them appear to be well founded ; 
the judiciary come in for ft full share. It 
is certainly an anomalous condition of 
things to live in one colony, and be paid lor 
official services by another. Ilowmuchso- 
cvor wo may desire to see Victoria tho seat 
of government for both colonies, if it can 
bo done with advantage to each, still wc 
cannot but consider i tho nbsonco of offi- 
cials from thoir post as justly repre 
hensiblo. 

BS5°"Wf havo time and again recurred to 
the necessity for disarming tlie Indians. 
Yesterday evening over at the Songish vil- 
lage an occurrence took place showing the 
danger which is inourred by allowing sav- 
ngos to hav« in their possession fire arms. 
Two gentlemen passing ono of their houses 
saw an Indian threatening to shoot a squaw. 
They attempted to stop him, when ho turn- 
ed and snapped a revolver first at one and 
then at the other, hut it failing to go off he 
instantly decamped. 

2^<It is reported, apparently on good au- 
thority, that a contract has been made by 
the Cunard company with tho Imperir.l 
Government to convey tho English mails 
via Panama to Australia ; and in addition 
to have a branch lino to carry the mails to 
Langley via San Francisco, and Victoria. 
If true, and we hope it is, the ocean steam- 
ers will no doubt stop hero, and forward tho 
mails by smaller boats to Lnngloy. 



S.\.v .Juan MEMoiti.M,. — Tho memorial of 
the British inhabitants of Victoria to Her 
Majesty's GovernmoiU in relation to San 
Juan, has been; very nuni^crously signed, 
considering thp limited<vtime betweejiL tho 
meeting and tho sailing of the Forwood. 
Overtwo hundred signatures wore ftttnobod 
to it up to Saturday afternoon, wlien it vas 
placted in the hands of His Excellency the 
Governor, to be forwarded to England.

LATEST IKTELLIGENCE TBOK THE HII7ES. 

Neit Westminster, August 27, 1859. 

The iteo.mjer : 6po,.. J)ougla^ and Col. 
Noodij nrrivea tlils bVening dlioiit 5 o'clock 
the former from Port Hope, the latter from 
Doup;liis. The news they bring from the 
-mines is of a most cheering clinraetcr. 
Tort Alexander Bigg-ings. 

The mines are proving very rich ; in 
fact so much so tliat letters have been 
received at Doughis from merchants in that 
ndghborhood, stating that they have abon- 
doncd moruhnndizing and taken up the 
pick and shovel. Miners arc makin;; from 
§10 to SiO per day. 1 have seen some of 
the gold. It is coarse and very uiuch like 
the gold on the middle fork of' the Anieri- 
cfln River, Ciilifornia. The town of J2<)rt 
Douglas is assuming quite a business-like 
appoarunce, but ^herfl/ \a great .necessity 
for the Government to make immediate 
provision for tiic growing business of that 
t.)wn, whicli friim its position is destined 
ore long to rank high as an inlaiul city. 

At present there are no facilities for the 
landing of gooJ« from the .steamers and 
the owners of steamboats and morclmnta 
arc loud in their complaintsl- The latter 
are willing to build .wharfs but are debar- 
red from doini: so in conscrpiencc of pre- 
sumed grants having lioon given by the 
Government. This inconvenience to the 
publie' should be remedied. The Govern- 
ment aliould immediately do something to 
improve the navigation of Harrison llivei'. 
If It is not done soon the navigation will 
bo closed for steamers this season ; whereas 
by a small outlay of money the channel 
could bo kept open at all seasons, so that 
there would bo water sufficient for the 
ireU:' adapted steamers that now ply on the 
riveri; Ir the improvement is not made 
soon a-heavy tax will bo imposed for trans- 
porting by boats the large amount of goods 
that is weekly sent to Douglas, all of which 
falls upon tlie industrious miner, besidc^ 
delay to traders. 

Fort Hops Mines. 
-The miners in and about Fort Hope Arc 
doing well and the traders aro_ again assu- 
ming a cheerful countenance." They are 
sending liberal orders .to .yOUr oity for 
goods and in many i'nstaiicC8''what is het- 
tiT accompanied with the " dinoro." 

New diggings have been discovered on 
Hills' and^Emory's Bar. On the former a 
Strata of earth about 10 feet bolow where 
jthas been already worked, Ims been dis- 
covered through difjging ft race to wash 
the back dirt. It is yielding far better 
tl|an the upper strata, the heavy stones 
h:u lng in many places been cleared and 
worked off last year. Afar larger harvest 
is anticipated.
